** 1 have now to recount a mott tragi­ 
cal event. On tbe lOth of January, I 
vialtcd Vesuvius, in company with a M. 
Giuteret» my companion also in my 
voyage from MAracilloa. There was 
nothing remarkable in hia manner, ex> 
ccpt that on oor return to the Hermitage 
he took up a pen, and t ffaced hia name, 
which he had previoualy written In the 
llermh'a hook* We agreed to re-visit 
the mountain* and on the following 
Thuraday he called on me for that pur 
pose ¡but having found the former vitit 
prejudicial to my health, 1 excused my- 
sell, and he left me, seeming rather dit- 
appaiiited 
On reading the awful cata»- 
tiophe on the following week, in the 
public p> int. 1 viaittd the Hermit, and 
learned 'helullowing particulart 
He 
came to the Hei milage on the Sunday, 
where ho tiept. after patting the whole 
day on the mountain* On Monday he 
employed himtelfin collecting ptectt 
of lava; on Tuetday, after uUing the 
Hermit he muti go once more to aeo 
ih( tource of tho lava, he atcended the 
mountain, accompanied by bit guide * 
He had no tooner reachcd the crater, 
than be gave hit watch and hat to tbe 
guide, likewise a piece of moneyt deuir- 
ing him to imprett the lava .* a common 
practice, but probably done to divert hit 
attention. He then enveloped himtelf 
in hit mantle, and plunged into the 
burning crater, wbenoo be wat imme­ 
diately thrown out, and pretented a moat 
horrid tpectacle, all in flamet 
The 
f;uide saw him descending the river of 
fire till he could see him r»o more ! He 
hat left a memorandum in the book, 
exonerating the guide from all auspicion 
of guilt; and stating it to be hia volun­ 
tary act, he having been alwaya unfortu­ 
nate in life."
